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U. OF C. TELLS INCOMING FRESHMEN IT DOES NOT 
SUPPORT TRIGGER WARNINGS’ OR <SAFE SPACES’

U niversity of Chicago class of 2020, get ready for a college experience filled 
with debate, discussion— and possibly discomfort. ^ As colleges across 
the country wrestle with balancing academic freedom and open discourse 
with student health and safety, University of Chicago Dean of Students John 
Ellison told incoming freshmen in a letter what they should expect on campus. 


“Our commitment to academic freedom 
means that we do not support so-called ‘trig- 
ger warnings,’ we do not cancel invited speak- 
ers because their topics might prove contro- 
versial, and we do not condone the creation of 
intellectual ‘safe spaces’ where individuals can 
retreat from ideas and perspectives at odds 
with their own,” the letter said. 

Trigger warnings— used to alert students of 
sensitive material that might be uncomfort- 
able, offensive or traumatic to them, such as 
discussions about race and sexual assault— 
and safe spaces— designed to shelter students 
from certain speakers and topics— have be- 
come more common and controversial on 
campuses across the country 

According to a survey of more than 800 
college educators by the National Coalition 
Against Censorship, a majority— 62 per- 
cent-said they think trigger warnings have 
or will have a negative effect on academic 
freedom. Only 17 percent reported favorable 
views of trigger warnings, meaning that they 
have or could have a positive effect on educa- 
tion and classroom dynamics. 


And while formal policies on trigger warn- 
ings are rare— less than i percent of respon- 
dents said their institution had one — 15 percent 
said students had requested trigger warnings 
in their courses, and 12 percent said students 
complained about the absence of such warn- 
ings, according to the report from the coalition 
of more than 50 national nonprofits support- 
ing First Amendment principles. 

At the University of Chicago, fostering the 
free exchange of ideas helps build a welcom- 
ing campus, Ellison told students in the letter, 
which accompanied a book titled ‘Academic 
Freedom and the Modern University: The 
Experience of the University of Chicago” by 
John Boyer, a university dean and professor, a 
university spokesman said. 

The letter included a link to a university re- 
port issued by its Committee on Freedom of 
Expression, established in 2015 to articulate 
the university’s policy on free expression. 

The university is preparing students for 
the real world and would not be serving them 
by shielding them from unpleasantness, said 
Geoffrey Stone, chair of the committee, law 


professor and past provost at the U of C. 

“The right thing to do is empower the stu- 
dents, help them understand how to fight, 
combat and respond, not to insulate them from 
things they will have to face later,” Stone said. 

While the university doesn’t support, re- 
quire or encourage trigger warnings, it does 
not prohibit them, he added. Professors are 
still free to alert students to certain material 
if they choose to do so. 

Jane Kirtley a media ethics and law pro- 
fessor at the University of Minnesota, called 
U of C.’s move “refreshing.” She said colleges 
should resist setting limits on what views and 
opinions are acceptable to air in open forum 
and should encourage students to discuss 
things they find uncomfortable. 

The debate over freedom of expression has 
played out at other universities in the Chica- 
go area and across the country 

Earlier this month, DePaul University de- 
nied a request to have conservative commenta- 
tor Ben Shapiro give a speech at the university, 
citing security concerns. And in May a protest 
disrupted and forced the cancellation of an ap- 
pearance by Milo Yiannopoulos, a conserva- 
tive blogger with Breitbart News Network. 

Northwestern waded into controversy last 
year when it proposed moving some Campus 
Inclusion and Community offices into the 
Black House, the social and academic epicen- 
ter for black students, professors and staff on 
campus for decades. 

The backlash was swift and strong. Many 
said the purpose of creating the Black House 
in the late 1960s was to give black people on 


campus a dedicated place to share experienc- 
es unique to them. Northwestern later aban- 
doned its plans. 

In a January editorial in The Washington 
Post, President Morton Schapiro cited the 
Black House controversy as an experience 
that helped convince him that “safe spaces” 
were necessary on the Evanston campus. 

“I’m an economist, not a sociologist or 
psychologist, but those experts tell me that 
students don’t fully embrace uncomfortable 
learning unless they are themselves comfort- 
able,” Schapiro wrote. “The irony, it seems, 
is that the best hope we have of creating an 
inclusive community is to first create spaces 
where members of each group feel safe.” 

But college professors should not be re- 
sponsible for students’ emotional health, 
according a report issued by the American 
Association of University Professors. That 
responsibility lies with counselors and other 
mental health experts. 

“Some discomfort is inevitable in class- 
rooms if the goal is to expose students to new 
ideas, have them question beliefs they have 
taken for granted, grapple with ethical prob- 
lems they have never considered, and, more 
generally expand their horizons so as to be- 
come informed and responsible democratic 
citizens,” an AAUP committee wrote in a 
2014 report on the issue. “Trigger warnings 
suggest that classrooms should offer protec- 
tion and comfort rather than an intellectually 
challenging education. They reduce students 
to vulnerable victims rather than full partici- 
pants in the intellectual process of education.”

IT’S NOT TOO EARLY FOR THE CUBS TO GET THEIR PLAYOFF DUCKS IN A ROW

Remember Quintin Berry? 

The Cubs signed Berry as a free agent in 
August 2015 shortly before the Sept, i dead- 
line for players to be eligible for postseason 
rosters. 

Berry played in eight games, batted only 
once and was used primarily as a pinch runner. 

So Berry turned out to be far from an essen- 
tial addition. But with the Cubs all but assured 
of securing the best record in the National 
League this season, there are plenty of reasons 
to make sure they’ve covered all their bases in 
preparing for the playoffs. Here’s a look: 

Pitching 

Two scouts who watched the Cubs in the past 
two weeks said the Cubs look vulnerable in 
forming a firm bridge to closer Aroldis Chap- 
man. But they acknowledge that injured setup 
men Hector Rondon and Pedro Strop will re- 
turn before the playoffs. 

The Cubs have played the entire season 


without a true long reliever, although Trevor 
Cahill has shown signs that he could fill that 
role should a starter get knocked out or get 
injured early in the playoffs. 

One-time Arizona Diamondbacks open- 
ing-day starter Josh Collmenter is pitching for 
Triple-A Iowa as insurance. 

John Lackey should return from the 15-day 
disabled list with ample time to get stretched 
out. Lackey, 37, cannot be dismissed from con- 
sideration for the playoff rotation, simply be- 
cause of his experience and his effectiveness 
before his shoulder injury 

Offense 

Manager Joe Maddon hasn’t tinkered much 
with the lineup since Dexter Fowler’s return 
from the disabled list last month and moving 
Addison Russell to the fifth spot in the second 
half 

Maddon’s biggest issue may be finding 
enough at-bats to keep Jorge Soler sharp in 
hopes he can be as productive as he was last 


postseason, when he batted .474 with three 
home runs in seven games. 

Defense 

The woes of Kyle Schwarber and Soler in the 
outfield were glaring last October, though far 
from the primary reason the Cubs were elim- 
inated by the Mets in the National League 
Championship Series. 

Based on his recent performance and glow- 
ing reviews, rookie Willson Contreras has 
all but seized the starting catching duties in 
games not started by left-hander Jon Lester. 

Second baseman Ben Zobrist has started 
91 games at second base, and he played two 
innings Sunday at shortstop. But don’t be sur- 
prised if Zobrist starts in left field— with Kris 
Bryant at third and Javier Baez at second. 

Outfielder Jason Heyward’s defense looms 
large despite his miserable season at the 
plate. Maddon, however, loves to employ 
defense-oriented changes and could use Hey- 
ward off the bench in games in which they 


face a left-handed starter. 

Depth 

Finding a dependable left-handed hitter off 
the bench will be a priority in September, 
when mercurial Tommy La Stella and Chris 
Coghlan are likely to rejoin the team from 
Iowa. 

La Stella started at third base in the 2015 
NL wild-card game and was 6-for-i4 as a 
pinch-hitter last season. 

With Contreras gaining more playing time 
at catcher, it’s becoming more difficult to 
see left-handed-hitting Miguel Montero on 
the playoff roster as a third catcher unless he 
makes a major turnaround at the plate. 

But that seems unlikely given the need for 
others to receive playing time and Montero’s 
.197 batting average in 188 at-bats. Montero 
works well with the Cubs’ starters and is a ter- 
rific mentor, but Contreras’ strong arm and 
improvement in working with ace Jake Ar- 
rieta can’t be overlooked.

TIKASUMPTERAND 
PARKER SAWYERS ON 
PLAYING MICHELLE AND 
BARACK OBAMA

A visit to an art exhibit. Lunch in the 
park. Dancing with street musicians. A 
stirring speech at a community event. 
Strolling along Lake Michigan. A drink. 
A movie. A shared ice cream cone. 

If that sounds like a first date engineered by 
Hollywood, too fantastic to take place in real 
life, you’ll have to take it up with the presi- 
dent. That’s precisely how he wooed 25-year- 
old Michelle Robinson in 1989. It’s a story so 
good that it inspired Richard Tanne to write 
and direct “Southside with You,” a film based 
on the date that hits theaters Friday 

For Tika Sumpter and Parker Sawyers, who 
play Michelle and Barack, respectively step- 
ping into the roles of real life giants was more 
than a little daunting. Rather than thinking of 
the characters as the president and first lady

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both actors admitted it was easier to think of 
them as normal 20 -somethings. 

“{What} both of us tried to do is just play 
the truth of who they were at 28 and 25— just 
people working in an office, interning during 
the summer,” Sawyers said. “It was hot, you’ve 
got a hole in your car, you read books in your 
spare time, you have lunch with your family— 
just play the truth of the scene, and it takes a 
lot of the pressure off” 

Sawyers bears more than a passing resem- 
blance to Barack, and his execution of the fu- 
ture president’s voice and mannerisms in the 
movie is uncanny He, too, lived in Chicago 
for a short period of time when he was young- 
er and said he could identify with his charac- 
ter’s take on what it means to be a black man 
in this country 

“When I was growing up in Indianapolis, 
I went to a private school and there was, out 
of 200 kids, maybe six black kids,” he said. 
“But as a child, you just do it. You're just like, 
‘Oh, talk one way here, then I go home.’ It’s 
code-switching, I suppose, so you do it natu- 
rally without thinking. I had that experience 
throughout most of my education. I think 
like Barack in the film, I never considered it 
a big deal. It was just like, this is how I live.” 

“It works,” Sumpter said. 

“Yeah, it works,” echoed Sawyers. 

In the film, Michelle says that when she 
commutes from the South Side to the Loop, 
she feels like she’s “leaving Planet Black and 
landing on Planet White.” Both Sawyers and 
Sumpter remarked that while you recognize 
that sort of dichotomy as a kid, it doesn’t re- 
ally start affecting your mindset until people 
force the awareness on you in adulthood. 

“I just remember being a cheerleader in 
high school, and I was the first black cheer- 
leader there,” Sumpter said. “I remember go- 
ing to a lot of competitions and I would be 
sometimes the only one, but I would just be 
like, ‘Eh.’ It didn’t register as ‘You’re the only 
black girl, you have to represent for every 
black person in the world.’ I was just myself 
and I was a kid and it was fine. 

“I think as you get older, people make you 
more aware,” she continued. “Like when I 
got one of my first acting jobs, I was getting 
all these emails from other black women just 
saying, ‘Oh my God, you’re on this show,’ I 
didn’t really understand until it was like, ‘Well, 
we’re not on a lot of shows, so this matters.’ 
And you’re like, ‘Oh!’ And then you’re in the 
room and you’re like, ‘Oh, I’m the only black 
girl here.’ It’s strange.” 

Sawyers agreed that sometimes others 
make him feel more aware of his race than he 
would be inclined to. It was when he moved 
to London at age 25 that he said he began 
feeling more “other” because people would 
often remark on basic stereotypes of African- 
Americans that he didn’t fit. 

“I took my son to soccer practice and there 
was a mixed kid who ran up, and this guy he

didn’t mean anything by it, he was like, ‘Oh, is 
that yours as well? Do you have another son?’ 
Um, no, that’s not my son. He kind of looks 
like me, but ... ‘Oh, well, you’re the only black 
guy here.’ And I didn’t even think about it! I 
looked around and I was like, ‘Oh my God, 
you’re right.’ Out of a hundred parents, and I 
didn’t even ... I don’t think about it,” he said. 

Part of what makes “Southside with Y)u” 
work so well is the fact that it is unafraid of 


genuine human feelings and flaws. Barack 
and Michelle Obama might live in the White 
House now, but that doesn’t change the 
fact that 27 years ago they were ambitious 
but uncertain young people, trying to work 
out what they truly wanted. The film itself 
has been described as “Linklater-esque,” 
referencing the fact that the whole thing is 
essentially a daylong conversation between 
two people. 

“These movies don’t come out that often, 
and when they do, it’s like people are ready 
for them because they’re refreshing because 
you’re actually hearing conversation. It’s not 
a lot of, boom bang pow! Or MTV-style cut- 
ting,” Sumpter said. “It’s just nice to be still 
sometimes. What we’re hearing a lot is that 
it’s refreshing to be in the moment with these 
two people. You feel like you’re in the room 
with them.” 

We’re currently in a moment where it feels 
like a lot of people want to be in the room 
with the Obamas. The president currently has 
his highest approval rating since 2013, and the 
first lady’s speech at the Democratic National 
Convention was widely praised. Earlier this 
month. President Obama published an essay 
on feminism in Glamour Magazine, writing, 
“It’s important that {my daughters’] dad is a 
feminist, because now that’s what they expect 
of all men.” 


Sawyers noted that Barack has loosened up 
in the past year and has been leading the way on 
several issues, but Sumpter said she thinks his 
views on feminism may have evolved through 
the lens of Michelle and their daughters. 

“I feel like through the filters of them, he 
sees the world in a different way and realizes, 
holy hell, equality for women is very impor- 
tant,” she said. “Even though I’m sure he has a 
respect for Michelle and he has forever, {he’s} 
being a feminist for them and this woman 
who raised these two girls. They both raised 
them, but to see their mom, the strength, I 
think through that filter, he sees how impor- 
tant it is.” 

And perhaps that is why the director, 
Tanne, chooses to end the film not on a 
shot of Barack, but on one of Michelle. It is 
as much her story as it is his— maybe even 
more— this strong, opinionated woman who 
at first wouldn’t even agree to a date with her 
co-worker. 

“She’s not chasing,” Sumpter said. ‘And he 
has to work for it. And then they both figure 
out what they need in each other. And she 
comes to the realization at the end that this 
could be something. There are a lot of chang- 
es for her over the course of the one day So I 
think that’s probably why it ended up on Mi- 
chelle, smiling.”

A complicated love story 
worthy of the Obamas 


Aggressively 
politically 
charged, 2016 has 
given us a chance 
to be nostalgic 
about Barack and 
Michelle Obama. 
The finish line 
is in sight, and 
moments like

Barack (Parker Sawyers) and Michelle 
(Tika Sumpter) might have been like in 
their 20s. When she criticizes him for 
being late or he describes his high school 
years as a “cloudy haze,” there’s a jolt of 
mischievous fun. Sawyers so perfectly 


nails Barack’s voice and mannerisms that 
it’s hard to forget he’s not the real deal 
aged back nearly 30 years. 

But set aside the titillation of watching 
the president and first lady on their first 
date. That maybe the draw of “Southside 
with You” but even without it, the film 
is incredible. At its core, it’s a story about 
two young, ambitious people struggling 
with what matters to them. They’re not 
presented as perfect versions of the leg- 
ends they become; rather, they are both 
remarkably human and flawed. 

Director and screenwriter Richard 
Tanne skillfully marries his script to 
his shots. His direction is slow, patient 
and beautiful, letting both Sawyers and 
Sumpter deliver powerhouse perfor- 
mances. Their first stop to the Chicago 
Cultural Center to look at an art exhibit is 
breathtaking, and you can feel Michelle, 
skeptical of Barack, start to thaw 

But more than just a romantic comedy, 
“Southside with You” deftly navigates 
complicated issues about race, belonging 


and family When she commutes from 
the South Side to the Loop, Michelle says 
she feels like she’s “leaving Planet Black 
and landing on Planet White.” Barack 
explains that the Hawaiian word for 
mixed is “hapa,” and that he didn’t marry 
his white college girlfriend because he 
“couldn’t spend any more of my life living 
as an outsider.” 

The centerpiece of the movie is a meet- 
ing about building a community center 
in the Altgeld Gardens public housing 
development on the South Side. We get 
to see a young Barack motivated to find 
common ground to get things done, a 
young Michelle inspiring him to let go of 
judgment, and the struggles of this city 
that brought them together. 

If the film ever missteps, it’s in slightly 
expositional dialogue (not unusual for a 
first date, though) or a final romantic mo- 
ment that feels just a touch too obvious. 
But the flaws are so small and the highs so 
magnificent that they’re easy to overlook. 
No first date is perfect.

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BRIDGING the GAP

I ’m very particular about my Sundays. 

It’s a sacred day that’s my own to hang loose, let my hair down and take in 
the breeze. Sundays are musical. They’re cultural. They’re spiritual— and 
I’m not talking religion. 


To sum it up with a single place, a perfect 
Sunday is Estereo, Logan Square’s new coffee 
and cocktail bar that celebrates the soul of 
Latin American music and spirits of the liq- 
uid persuasion— pisco, cachaca, tequila, rum. 
This no-frills lounge from Heisler Hospitality 
group (Sportsman’s Club, Pub Royale) both 
introduces and reintroduces Latin spirits in 
their purest, most divine form to a neighbor- 
hood rooted in Latin heritage. And with avast 


vinyl collection of Latin soul records, Estereo 
might be able to link old school- and neo- 
Logan Square in away that the quickly gentri- 
fying neighborhood has yet to see. 

The vibe 

Situated on the corner of Milwaukee and 
Sacramento avenues, seven wooden roll-up 
garage doors make up two sides of the triangu- 
lar space, and on a warm day smooth sounds 


of rare Mexican psych-funk flowing through 
the open doors are an irresistible invitation to 
venture inside Estereo. Inspired by the team’s 
individual travels through Cuba, Mexico and 
Central America, Estereo (Spanish for “ste- 
reo”) brings the all-day bar concept, prevalent 
in Latin American countries, to Logan Square. 
Part coffee bar, part cocktail haven, Estereo’s 
easy breezy atmosphere is just as ideal for a 
daytime coffee break as it is an evening hang- 
out. Leather and brass bar stools surround 
the large island bar lined with light wood and 
a cement bar top. Handsome red and white 
tiled floors reminiscent of traditional Havana 
designs warm the airy space, along with an 
exposed brick wall with brightly colored hand- 
painted menu boards. 


While heavily influenced by Latin music 
and spirits, Estereo is more dialed back 
than other Heisler bars, such as Pub Royale 
with a British-Indian concept and maritime 
cocktail bar Queen Mary Tavern. “We didn’t 
want to adhere to a country or a style of 
drink or a spirit— we wanted to be a little 
more all-encompassing,” bar manager Ben 
Lasman said. “The countries we’re pulling 
our [spirits] from have very different musical 
backgrounds ... so we became this cool melt- 
ing pot.” 

The sounds 

The music selection lends a certain energy 
to the bar that captures Logan Square’s roots 
before boutiques for the urban mom and hip 
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dance bars disguised as dives peppered Mil- 
waukee Avenue. The neighborhood’s Latin 
American heritage developed in the ’60s 
when a significant Cuban population moved 
in followed by Puerto Rican and Mexican 
immigrants. Logan Square has seen a surge 
of students, affluent young professionals and 
trendy bars and restaurants in the past decade. 
While a few Latin American businesses re- 
main, they’re nearly ghosts between the artist 
cafes and taquerias-turned-ramen joints. 

“The neighborhood is clearly in a transition 
now,” general manager Michael Rubel said. 
“We thought we could be a place where all 
the different groups of Logan Square could 
meet. Just a neighborhood joint, have a cof- 
fee, have a beer, have a cocktail. We’ve got 
records on vinyl.” 

Rubel and Fasman share a love of Latin 
soul music and have curated a vinyl collection 
of sounds from Cuba, Haiti, Colombia, Peru, 
Venezuela and other Latin American and 
Caribbean countries the bar pulls its spirits 
from. Drawn to Cuban music, Rubel has 
been traveling to the country for 12 years. He 
calls Fasman, a local DJ, a “serious student of 
the history of music, whether that’s Chicago 
soul or Disco Fuentes from Colombia.” And 
they know their stuff, pulling records that 
were important to Chicago’s Latin American 
population, such as the Lebron Brothers’ 
“The Brooklyn Bums.” The Puerto Rican 
group from Brooklyn gained recognition in 
the late ’60s for their particular style that 
fused Latin rhythms with Motown soul. (Dial 
up “Let’s Get Stoned” on YouTube, and I 
dare you to not dance.) 

“Latin soul is not that hip right now,” Ru- 
bel said. “It’s a genre people don’t get, but it 
encapsulates a lot of what we’re doing.” He’s 
talking about the spirits. Introducing neo- 
Logan Square to obscure, underrated Latin 
music is just half of the job. 

The drinks 

The other half is paying homage to spirits 
from Latin America that are underappreci- 
ated in the U.S. Some, like mezcal, have only 
recently garnered attention from neighbor- 
ing Mezcaleria Las Flores and other mezcal- 
focused bars that opened this year. Others 
are harder to come by, such as cachaca and 


rhum agricole, two styles of rum distilled 
from sugarcane juice (rather than molasses, 
like the rum most are familiar with). 

The ii-drink cocktail menu isn’t anything 
fancy at first glance. There are no whimsi- 
cal names, and each drink contains only a 
short list of ingredients to complement the 
spirit. Most cocktails are named for the base 
spirit— pisco, rum, tequila, cachaca, mezcal, 
rhum agricole. And you won’t see bourbon, 
vodka or gin categories on the 
menu. 

“We get a lot of people who 
are super unfamiliar with these 
spirits, and we expect people 
to be unfamiliar with them,” 

Fasman said. 

The best introduction is the 
Breezy cocktail ($8), which allows you to pick 
your base liquor, which is mixed with yerba 
mate tea, housemade falernum, soda and lime 
juice. It’s an excellent excuse to consult your 
bartender. Fasman said he usually suggests 
going with pisco, a floral clear brandy from 
Peru and Chile, or cachaca, Brazilian rum 
most often seen in caipirinhas. Yerba mate, 
an exclusive blend from Rare Tea Cellar that’s 
also offered on its own ($4) on the coffee 
menu, is an herbaceous South American tea 


similar to green tea but with a caffeinated 
kick on par with coffee. Estereo’s version 
of falernum, a syrup often used in tropical 
drinks, is a rum-based infusion with almond, 
lime and warm spice flavors. 

Fasman and Rubel are both alumni of 
The Violet Hour and built the bar program 
at Big Star. While The Violet Hour is 
known for incredibly well-balanced classics 
and an impressive array of housemade 
bitters, Estereo’s approach 
to cocktailing is a bit more 
“primitivo,” as Rubel puts it. 
The pisco drink ($11) is a mix 
of rhubarb syrup, lime juice 
and pina bitters. The mezcal 
($11) combines watermelon and 
lime juices and chili salt. “We 
want to do as little to the spirit as we can, 
and we want to make these cocktails that will 
amplify these spirits as much as possible,” 
Fasman said. 

My all-day marathon at Estereo began with 
a coffee ($11), but not just any coffee— though 
they do have that ($4). The boozy concoc- 
tion of Dark Matter’s Chocolate City cold 
brew, arrack, Averna and a delightfully nutty 
housemade coconut-date horchata paired 
well with a guava-cream cheese croissant ($3). 


My work day ended with a beer ($10), and 
not just any beer, but of course, they have 
those too ($4-$ 8). Using seasonal fruit from 
Seedling Farms, this gorgeous swig glows pink 
from soft fresh raspberries mixed with Logan 
Square brewery Off Color’s Fierce Berliner 
weisse and house-infused jalapeno tequila, 
which, to my surprise, brought out as much 
of the fruitiness from the pepper as the heat. 
This drink definitely wins most photogenic, 
while the Frozen ($11), a fuchsia-hued Cuban- 
style daiquiri, is a close second. 

The few pastry offerings are made by Em- 
ily Spurlin, pastry chef at Heisler’s forthcom- 
ing Bad Hunter, a veggie-forward restaurant 
projected to open this fall. While there’s one 
savory option that’s like a Cuban sandwich 
with ham, cheese, mustard and pickle ($4), 

I’d love to see a veggie option hit the menu 
soon. 

Equipped with lots of electrical outlets, 

I had no trouble setting up a daytime work 
station. I’d definitely go back to plug away 
at work for an hour or so, but I prefer chairs 
with backs for an all-day out-of-office affair. 

It is still a bar after all, and the music is excel- 
lent for busting out emails. 

Even with spirits that are less familiar to 
Chicago cocktail menus, there’s something 
to be said for an abbreviated ingredient list. 
The most successful menus allow patrons 
to visualize what their drink may taste like 
before it arrives. Estereo is halfway there, and 
the other half, familiarizing guests with Latin 
spirits, is just part of the fun. 

“There are a lot of really beautiful, really 
complicated amazing cocktails in Chicago,” 
Rubel said. “We don’t need to add to that. 
We’re much more interested in trying to do 
something as simple and flavorful and direct 
and honest as possible.” 

Bottom line 

Estereo is a neighborhood bar in its truest 
form. More specifically, it’s a Logan Square 
neighborhood bar that embraces the com- 
munity’s diversity and invites it all in. It’s 
musical. It’s cultural. It’s spiritual. It’s easy 
like Sunday morning.

The seasoning on Cool Ranch Doritos is 
magical. As such, I follow a very particular 
ritual when I eat a bag of the chips: I grab each 
morsel with the same hand over and over again 
until every last piece is gone.

Gross might be the first word that comes 
to mind, but don’t lie to yourself I know you 
do this too — and if it’s not with Cool Ranch 
Doritos, it’s probably with Cheetos. 

Because I do this on a regular basis. I’ve 
often wondered why Frito-Lay hasn’t bottled 
up the seasoning and stocked it next to Old 
Bay Seasoning and Lawr/s Seasoned Salt at 
the grocery store. Imagine the possibilities: 
Cool Ranch-seasoned pizza crust. Cool Ranch 
bacon. Cool Ranch-dusted doughnuts. OK, 


that last one is a stretch, but you get what I’m 
saying. 

The good news is that while I wait, Egan 
Quinn and Colin Kelahan— two friends who 
met as freshmen at DePaul University— have 
concocted their own version of Cool Ranch 
dust at SmallFry their gourmet-influenced 
fast-food joint in Logan Square. It’s a mix of 
dehydrated buttermilk, roasted and dried veg- 
etables and a healthy sprinkle of dill, and they 
call it Cooler Ranch. The mix changes season- 
ally based on what vegetables are around, and 
as such, their current version doesn’t have that 
distinctive red beU pepper I associate with the 
bagged version. 

But that doesn’t matter. The stuff is addic- 
tive and even better sprinkled over thrice-fried 
French fries. (The first low-temp fry cooks the 
innards to a fluffy consistency and the second 
crisps the exterior. The fries rest and starch 
develops before the final fry which produces 
that Belgian-style, mahogany-colored crisp.) 


Once my order of fries disappeared, I scooped 
up the last of the Cooler Ranch dust with my 
fingers and ate it straight. 

While one can certainly survive on French 
fries alone, SmallFry’s Asian chicken sand- 
wich ($7) makes a fine accompaniment. The 
chicken is brined in pickle juice and butter- 
milk and then dredged in Wondra flour, result- 
ing in a flaky golden crust and meat that’s juicy 
to its core. The rich poultry is foiled by sweet 
and sour hoisin-like glaze and vinegar-pickled 
carrot, cabbage and radish slaw And for their 
final trick, it’s all stuffed inside a pillowy po- 
tato roU from Martin’s Famous Pastry Shoppe, 
which Kelahan calls “the best frickin’ bread 
ever.” 

Before SmallFry Quinn spent time in the 
front of the house at Bohemian House in 
River North, while Kelahan worked for food 
delivery service Caviar. “We both spent a lot of 
time as kids eating fast food, but we also have 
an appreciation for the high-end and great 
restaurants around the world,” Kelahan said. 
“SmallFry is our attempt to meld those two 
worlds.” The two are doing a great job, serving 
up cement-thick milkshakes with strawberries 
and real whipped cream and an incredible corn 
dog with batter that’s studded with jalapeno- 



and miso-roasted corn. The only real issue 
they’ve been vexed by as new restaurateurs is 
the power of ^Ip. 

“We have like two to three meetings a 
week about how^lp is the worst thing ever 
created,” Kelahan said. “Some drunk guy left a 
one-star review because we weren’t open at 
2 a.m. on a Sunday night. We never really stood 
a chance.” 

That being said, if Quinn and Kelahan can 
track down that guy and give him a few Cooler 
Ranch-dusted fries, I bet he’d have a change 
of heart.
